NURSES’ PENSIONS 


The MINISTER, replying, said 
that in no previous bill had there 
been a section to provide pensions 
for nurses, who might contract 
disease or sustain injuries in the 
course of the services they were 
giving to this country. He would 
not penalise a single soldier, whether 
he was thinking of marrying or not, 
by reducing the 52s. provided in the 
bill to 26s He had turned the 26s. 
for the soldier into 52s. and left the 
10s. for the wife. He understood 
that under this or the next Govern- 
ment there would be family allow- 
ances, and, if so, soldiers’ children 
would get the allowances, and their 
benefits under this bill would not 
interfere with that. 

The bill passed its final stage by 
54 to 31 votes.

Moving for £9,679 for Gaeltacht 
services, Mr. EAMON KISSANE, 
Parliamentary Secretary to the 
Minister for Lands, said that it 
showed a decrease of £34,989 on that 
of the previous year.

Murder 


HE hearing was continued 
T yesterday at Fermoy, _be- 
tore «Ch Mir; ad I. io 
District Justice, of the County 
Waterford murder charge, in which 
William O’Shea (24), husband of 
Maureen O’Shea (21), who was shot 
dead on the roadway near her home 
at Knockyoolahane, Cappoquin: oi 
15th March last, and Thomas White 
(17), are charged with conspiracy 
to murder, and with murdering. 
Maureen O'Shea. 


THE ,BURNED HOUSE 


Superintendent O’Meghony, Dun- 
garvan, gave evidence as to in- 
quiries that he had made on March 
llth regarding the destruction by 
fire of a dwellinghouse, where 
O'Shea and his wife Sived on the 
farm of John Prendergast, Mageha. 
He took a statement from William 
O’Shea, in which he said that on 
February 22 he went to his aunt’s 
place to repair harness, and when 
he had finished walked home six 
miles and found the house on fire. 
His wife and child had left the 
house and had gone to his mother’s 
house. : 

The other accused man, Thomas 
White, stated that he visited the 
house on the day of the fire to collect 
boots he had left there. He went 
for some milk for Mrs. O’Shea, who 
was in the house. As there was 
neither candle nor paraffin in the 
house, he lighted some withered 
furze, which he blew into a blaze 
to look for the boots. He could 
not say if any sparks had gone to 
the roof, but when he left the house 
was not on fire. 

Mrs. O’Shea, in her statement, 
said she was in bed in the house 
when White entered. He inquired 
about some shoes and leather and 
had to burn some bushes on the 
hearth to - light. After he 
left she fell asleep, and at about 
11.40 she woke up and thought she 
smelt smoke, She got up, but could 
see nothing wrong and returned to 
bed. Soon afterwards she felt the room 
filled with smoke, and, getting up, 
saw the thatch on fire. e brought 
her child to an outhouse, and 
removed as much of the furniture as 
she could. ° 


LOCKED DOOR 


The Superintendent also gave 
evidence that. on March 16 he saw 
White sitting on a ditch at Knock- 
yoolahan. 
wanted to tell him somethin 
the fire and said: “It was I locked 
the door. I forgot to tell you. that 
much,' When asked what he meant, 
he said that when leaving O’Shea’s 
house Mrs. O’Shea told him to lock 
the door and bat the key on the 
window-sill, and he did that, The 
witness remarked that if that was 
so the woman was locked in: when 
the fire started, and White replied: 
“I suppose she was.” 

The Superintendent read a long 
statement taken from the accused 
man, — White, on the day after the 
shooting, as to his movements. on 
the previous day. 
tell you the Gospel truth. lies are 
no good to you or me,’’ . When 
returning from Cappoquin that 
aight he said that~he met Willie 
O'Shea and his wife and his 
(White’s) uncle on the road. After- 
wards he went home and had his 
supper, after which he sat at. the 
fire reading the paper. At about 
10 o'clock, the statement continued, 
“my. mother came over and my two 
young brothers, and she said 
Maureen : was shot. asked her 
_where, and she said: ‘Somewhere 
‘over the: road.’ I asked her where 
was Willie, and she said she did not

and as such got a shotgun, but no 
ammunition, and never fired a shot 
out of it. He had not left the house 
for any purpose from the time he 
came from Cappoquin on the ‘even- 
ing of the 15th March till Sergeant 
Brown came to him. He had never 
got, and never tried to get, any 
ammunition for the gun from any- 


one. 

Asked if Willie O’Shea had ever 
given him a shotgun cartridge, the 
reply was: ‘‘ Never at any time.” 
To the question, ‘‘ Did he ever lend 
you one?” the reply was: “ No, 
gsir.”” O'Shea never told him that 
he had got a cartridge from Edmond 
Lucey. 

Dr. J. McGrath, State Pathologist, 
gave evidence of having examined 
the body of Mrs, O’Shea on the 
roadway at Knockyoolahane on the 
16th March. Later he performed a 
post-mortem, assisted by Dr. White. 
There was a ragged hole through the 
‘clothes on the back oí the left 
shoulder; it was lá inches in 
diameter. The charge had punctured 
the left shoulder-blade, then went 
through the chest wall, breaking the 
sixth rib and injuring the seventh. 
It tore through the left lung, the 
base of the heart, and through the 
middle of the breast-bone. The 
cause of death was shock and 
hemorrhage, due to the gunshot 
wound. In his opinion, the shot 
had been fired at very close range. 


DRAMATIC TURN 

There was a dramatic interlude 
when Garda Joseph Dalton, of the 
William street, Limerick, Garda 
station, who escorted the prisoners 
from Limerick prison yesterday to 
the court, and had remained with 
them in the dock, was called, and it 
was announced by the State Solicitor 
that be proposed to tender evidence 
of a statement made to him by the 
accused man, O’Shea, in the dock 
during the evidence of the State 
Pathologist. Fe 

Mr. 5. F. Kenny, solicitor for 
O’Shea, objected on the ground that 
when he appeared in the beginning 
in this case he had advised his client 
in what he considered to be the proper 
way, and, if his client had not 
adhered to that advice, he (Mr.- 
Kenny) had no business there, and 
might as well leave. 

The Justice—That is a matter 
between yourself and your client. 
Do you object to this evidence on 
Jegal grounds? 

Mr. Kenny—I do. These men 
were at the time under legal advice, 
and, while I quite appreciate that 
they are inclined to make voluntary 
statements, I will have to ask some 
questions about this. (To the 
witness)—How did you get this 
statement ? 

Witness—It was an outburst at 
the. time by the prisoner, O'Shea, 
when Dr, McGrath was giving 
evidence. 

Mr. Kenny then questioned the 
witness at some length as to whether 
he had questioned the prisoner or 
induced him to make the statement, 
and he said that the statement was. 
made voluntarily. 

Guard Rafferty, who was also on 
duty in the dock, was called, and 
said he had. no conversation with 
“the men while in the dock, White, 
hé said, spoke to him earlier in the 
barrack, but he could not. sa 
exactly what took ap Mla sai 
something about plea ing for mercy.

Government 
Statement 
on Academy 


HE. Government account of 
T its negotiations with the 
Hibernian Academy 
of Arts. about the latter’s 
annual grant was given yes- 
terday in a statement issued by 
the Informatio Bureau. 
ment says that the account given in 
the /rish 7'tmes was. misleading, but 
it adds that the grant for this year 
was made subject to the condition 
“that instruction in the school be 
maintained at a satisfactory level.’’ 

The official statement says that 
“the (Irish Times) article stated 
that the Academy refused the grant 
for last year and returned the pay- 
able order because the grant was 
made subject to the condition. that 
the Academy school be inspected by 
an Official of the National College of 
Art. - Apart from the fact that the 
payable order was not returned, the 
article was inaccurate and mislead- 
ing in other respects. 

t was a fact, the statement con- 
tinued, that the school was inspected 
annually during the British régime, 
and the inspections were continued 
after the change of Government in 
1922. According to the annual re- 
ports of the Academy, the school 
was closed for the 1940-41 session 
owing to poor attendance and the 
cost of ‘maintenance; it re-opened 
for the next session from October, 
1941, to May, 1942. The statement 
in the article that the school did 
not function for the last two years 
because the Academy were unable 
to obtain fuél was, therefore, not 


correct. 
“NOT NEW ” 


The closing of the school was 
advurted to when the grant for 
1942-43 was being considered, and 
the Academy was informed that the 
grant was being continued on condi- 
tion that the school was kept open, 
and that the instruction given in it 
was maintained at a satisfactory 
level. Incidentally, nothing was said 
to the Academy about inspection by 
an official of the “National College 
of Art. 

The article, said the statement, 
concluded by saying that the mem- 
bers of the Academy looked on the 
matter as an attempt: by the Govern- 
ment to interfere with their 
autonomy. The Minister for Finance 
had not interfered in any way with 
the Academy’s autonomy or with 
their discretion to conduct a school. 
He was, however, concerned to see 
that public money was spent to the 
best advantage. If the school was 
not kept open on a satisfactory 
basis, the Minister felt he could not 
defend the continued payment of 
public money to the Academy, 
having regard to their general 
financial position. 


ACADEMICIAN SPEAKS 

Mr. Dermod O’Brien, President 
of. the Royal Hibernian Academy, 
was not available last night, but a 
member of the Academy, pending 
a full statement from the President, 
gave the following information 
about the controversy: — The 
Academy, at a meeting in January 
last, refused to accept the conditions 
imposed by the Department of 
| Finanee; and decided-to-return: the 
money order sent to them by the 
Department. The order had not yet 
been returned, but it would be 
returned.

He 
was charged with having, between 
July, 1942, and February, 1943, 
obtained sums of money by falsely 
pretending that he was authorised 
to sell quantities of tweed, the pro- 
yerty of Martin Mahony’ Bros., Ltd., 

larney. There were also charges 
of forging and uttering certain 
invoices and receipts purporting to 
be those of Mahony Bros., Ltd. The 
amounts given in the charges, in 
respect of obtaining money by false 
tag rá were a total of £262 from 
ohn Murphy, £235 from Edward 
O’Callaghan, and £145 from John 
McNamara, . The final count was 
one of attempting to obtain £400 
from Wm. F. Patrick by falsely pre- 
tending that he (defendant) was a 
traveller for Martin Mahony Bros., 
Ltd., and had authority to sell a 
March quota of clothing material. 

Among yesterday’s witnesses was 
John ln retail draper, 3 
Princés street, Cork, who said 
defendant. was a customer, and 
witness knew “him to be employed 
by Martin Mahony Brothers. 

Witness described how defendant 
offered to supply some remnants of 
tweed, and witness gave him 
cheques for £7 and £30. Defendant 
asked witness to dispose of £100,000 
worth of woollens in Dublin.

Four ittempted 
murders had been committed, and a 
man was still lying between life ard 
death as a result of one, The 
Minister spoke of young, irrespon- 
sible organisations, which were very 
dangerous, though not numerous, and 
said that he believed the I.R.A. 
was breaking up, and that some of 
the crimes had been committed by 
individuals rather than under orders. 
Another organisation was suspected 
of the attempt on the man mentioned 
above. 


STILL INCREASING 


The MINISTER said that there 
were 49 less Civic Guards than last 
ear, but the increased cost was 
ecause of the larger number of 
men who were drawing increments 
and marriage allowances. They had 
not enough Guards. ‘‘I am sorry 
to have-to say that crime is still on 
the increase. Up to 1938 the 
average number of indictable 
offences reported to the police was 
6,500. In 1938 the figure was 6,769. 
The figures for the subsequent years 
were: 1939, 8,202; 1940, 9.014; 1941, 
13,180; 1942, 17,322. The increase is 
mainly in burglaries, housebreakin 
and larceny. Burglaries numbere 
1,093 in 1938 and 2,510 in 1942. 
Larcenies were 4,070 in 1938 and 
12,865 in 1942. An average of 60 
per cent, of these crimes were 
committed in Dublin.” 

The percentage of prosecutions had 
fallen with the increase in crime. 
Fiom 1929-1938 prosecutions were 
instituted in 72 per cent. of the total 
indictable crimes reported, and, so 
far, only 54 per cent. of those in 
1942. is was an improvement on 
1939, '40 and “41, for which the per- 
centages were 49, 50 and 51, respec- 
tively. People with no crime records 
were being drawn into the net now. 
It might be due to the shortage of 
commodities, not to a loosening of 
morals. 


BICYCLE THEFTS

People with 
low wages had the choice of being 
dishonest or being hungry. The 
Government’s social policy. was pro- 
ducing a dishonest frame of mind 
among hitherto honest citizens. 

Details of the most. dastardly 
murders, that they had read in the 
papers, would give rise to the ques- 
tion whether we were a civilised 
race at all or not. It was an alarm- 
ing state of affairs in a Christian 
country, a country threequarters 
Catholic. He suggested a concrete 
effort by the use by the Hierarchy 
of all worthy organisations to 
initiate a campaign of appeal to the 


people. 
PETTY CRIME 


Mr. W. T. COSGRAVE (F.G., 
Cork City) disagreed with Mr. 
Costello that the incidence of crime 
was not a result of the war. He 
was surprised to see how honest 
many people had‘ remained, despite 
the temptations there were to traffic 
in goods that might be classed as 
shortages. They had failed miser- 
ably, he said, te-deal--with the Black 
Market. 

Referring to the increase in petty 
crime, Mr. COSGRAVE suggested 
that some kind .of inquiry, either 
formal commiission or informal com- 
mittee, should be instituted to dis- 
cover whether the present penal 
system was or was not the most 
effective they might have. He won- 
dered also if the reporting in ‘the 
public Press of cases of murder, bur- 
glary or larceny had any influence

MINISTER’S REPLY 


The Church authorities were doing 
everything they could to discourage 
dishonesty, said the MINISTER.

He did not 
know, however, that ‘that would 
make others do similar things. It 
was not right for Deputy Norton to 
suggest that crimes of theft were 
the result of the Government’s 
economic policy.

In a sweeping Executive Order 
the President also took steps to 
combat inflation by placing ceiling 
prices on all commodities affecting 
the cost of living, except where some 
adjustments may be necessary, On 
the same conditions he directed that 
there should be no further increases 
in wages or salaries. 

He directed Mr. Paul McNutt, 
United States War Man-Power Com- 
mission Chairman,- to prevent 
changes in jobs to obtain higher 
pay, unless such moves would aid 
the effective prosecution of the war.

CRIES “ TAKE US OUT ” 


Others inside were coughing and 
shouting: ‘‘ Take us out; we are 
burning, we are suffocated.”’ Two 
children tried to jump from the top 
windows into blankets. One of 
them struck a lean-to shed, and the 
other hit a ledge on the wall before 
striking the ground. After the 
second one jumped a ladder was 
brought into the yard, but it was 
too short. A long extension ladder 
was brought, and he held it while 
it was run up, and four children 
came down it out of one window 
and five out of another. When the 
ladder was taken down, after Dr. 
O’Sullivan had tried to get in 
through the window, the rg of it 
was burned. Lee said that he then 
went out into the street, and saw 
the local Fire Brigade there with 
a handcart and hose. It was then 
half an hour after he had heard of 
the fire. He saw the water turned 
on about half an hour after he first 
noticed the fire, and he thought it 
was inadequate. There was a leak 
near the main for the first few 
minutes. 

A young girl, Susan Reilly, who 
gave the first alarm from Sullivan’s, 
said they pressed the bell and 
hammered at the door of the con- 
vent for about five minutes before 
the light was switched on and the 
gate was opened by a little girl. 

The serious delay in_ bringing 
ladders to the school, and the failure 
of the rescuers to make two of them 
extend, was told by Louis Blessing. 

Returning to the ground floor, 
after spending about fitteen minutes 
in the building, Blessing went into 
Sullivan’s: yard for a moment, and, 
when he went back to the street to 
send two Guards and two men for 
ladders in the market house, he 
saw a standpipe being fitted in the 
main by a member of the U.D.C. 
Fire Brigade. Going back to the 
yard, he saw the children on the 
window ledges. 

“I shouted to them to keep cool 
and hang on until we got a ladder.

Mr. Belton, T.D.,

“ Not, for a million” would he re-open 
tree-felling at Dunran, Ashford, County 
Wicklow, declared Mr. Patrick Belton. 
T.D., Killiney, during the hearing of a 
case at Wicklow District Court, when ho 
was summoned at. the instance of the 
Minister for Lands for having between 
August and January Jast at Dunran, Ash- 
ford, cut down, uprooted or caused or 
permitted to be cut or uprooted 500 trees 
without having a licence for same and 
in respect of which a prohibition notice 
had poe issued by the Forestry Depart- 
ment. 

Mr. M. RBinchy, K.C., explained that 
in 1941, after the purchase of Dunran 
Demesne, Mr. Belton applied for a felling 
licence, and a prohibition notice was 
issned on 9th December, 1941. Following 
a further application, a licence in respect 
of 3,000 trees, for felling as fire-wood, 
in what was known as the ten-acre field 
was issued, together with a tracing to 
indicate the exact situation of the timber. 
Hundreds of trees to the west of the 
mansion roadway had been cut down. 

Giving evidence, Mr. Belton said ‘that 
if had been agreed between Dr. Anderson, 
Mr. Schorman and himself that.this lana 
to the west of the roadway was scrub 
oak and could be cut. without re-planting 
conditions, for that reason, as the 
“suckers ” would grow again. He was 
cutting it for firewood for his constituency 
and Dublin City, and gave an under.

The Indian Deadlock 


The passing months show no 
igh improvement in the rela- 

ions between Great Britain and 
h.óia. Both the British Govern- 
ment and its chief oppontnt, the 
Congress Party, stick resolutely by 
their guns, and refuse to yield an 
inch to each other. If Mr. 
Gandhi had died as the result of 
his recent fast, the British Govern- 
ment’s position would have been 
rendered very difficult, because 
Mr. Ganchi’s prestige is extremely 
high, not merely in his own 
country, but also in the United 
States and many other parts of 
the world. The. Mahatma, how- 
ever, did not die, and his hunger- 
strike has had little or no effect 
upon the world at large, whatever 
it may have had upon the loyalty 
of his followers. The position 
remains almost exactly as it. was 
when Sir Stafford Cripps returned 
from his unsuccessful mission to 
India. There have been riots 
during the interval, which, so far 
as one can deduce from the 
limited news released by the 
Indian Government’s censorship, 
have been almost completely 
suppressed; and it is a fair 
deduction that feeling throughout 
the country at large is even less 
friendly than it was. A state of 
deadlock has been reached.. Con- 
gress declines to be satisfied with 
less than the immediate transfer 
of the functions of government 
into Indian hands. The Govern- 
ment is steadfast in its refusal 
to grant the demand; it has 
promised that, as soon as the war 
is over, India will’ be placed 
upon the path to self-government, 
but declines to make an immediate 
change in the administrative 
structure. The reasons that it 
alleges for this policy are two. In 
the first place, even if the 
Japanese have been comparatively 
quiet for many months past, there 
is no cause to assume that they 
have abandoned all intentions of 
an invasion of India, «nd it would 
be terribly dangerous to throw 
India into the chaos of a violent 
political change while the danger 
of attack still overhangs her. In 
the next place, Great Britain 
argues that, even if the change- 
over could be effected without 
danger, there can be no hope of 
a strong India, capable of self- 
government, while her com- 
munities are at loggerheads. If, 
she says, the Hindus can come to 
terms with the powerful Moslem 
minority, it will be possible to 
discuss self-government. Unfortu. 
nately, the Moslems—or such of 
them as own allegiance to Mr. 
Jinnah and his Moslem League— 
refuse point-blank to enter into 
any agreement with the Hindu 
majority ; they are just as anxious 
for an independent India as are 
the Hindus, but they wish it to 
take the form of a partitioned 
India—which Mr. Gandhi and his 
followers will not tolerate for an 
instant. Between the British 
attitude and that of the Congress 
Party’s leaders there is no point 
of contact; yet it is clear that 
both sides are anxious to reach 
some sort of modus vivendi with- 
out delay, inasmuch as both are 
alarmed by the proximity of 
Japanese forces, and are anxious 
to preserve India from the horror 
and peril of war upon her own 
soil. The Indian Army, as the 
Earl of Munster told the House of 
Lords this week, is more than 
1,500,000 strong, and the average 
recruitment has been at the rate 
of 60,000 men a month during the 
last three months. Nevertheless, 
there is no doubt that these figures 
would be enormously expanded— 
India’s population, one must re- 
call, is over 350,000,000—if agree- 
ment existed one way or the other 
between Great Britain and the 
nationalistic bodies. It is scarcely 
a wonder that public opinion on 
the subject of Indian government 
is divided in England as in India, 
or that brains are being cudgelled 
to devise some way out of the 
apparent impasse, short of the un- 
conditional surrender of one side 
to its adversary. 


Light in Longford 


The County Council of Longford 
has struck yet: another blow for 
the liberation of the soul of 
Ireland. At a recent meeting, a 
motion for the establishment of a 
public library. in the county was 
defeated by eight votes to seven, 
and now is ‘‘ out” for the duration. 
The expense of the project can 
scarcely have been a deciding 
factor, since it was estimated to 
add only-three halfpence to the 
rates. The attitude seems rather 
to have been that of the answerer 
in the old joke: ‘‘ Why not give 
him a book?” ‘‘ No—he has a 
book already.”

Ex America semper aliquid 
novt, In the backward nations on 
this side of the Atlantic, it has 
been: a general custom that 
machines should be fitted to men.

In the life of 
the country, the little men might 
do much work of importance.

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BISHOP FOY SCHOOL 
TRAINING OF IRISH 


PROTESTANT YOUTH 


The Very Rev. L. C. Stevenson, 
Dean of Waterford, presided at the 
annual ae day at Bishop Foy 
School, Waterford, yesterday. 

Having introduced Mr. R. M. 
Smyllie, who presented the prizes, 
the Dean said that he wished to 
extend a most cordial welcome to 
Mr. Smyllie for his own sake, and 
because of the important and jn- 
fluential position he occupies as 
Editor of the Zrish J'imes. 

The headmaster, Mr. J. E. Lloyd 
Lewis, M.A., in his report, said 
that finding jobs for wapila on leav- 
ing school was one of the greatest 
problems with which they were 
faced.

Most of the 
stories, I understand, are without 
foundation, but it is pleasant to re- 
call the customary tales of devil- 
worshippers and roués, as well as 
the popular belief that the Jast pistol 
duel to take place in Ireland was 
fought there at the beginning of 
last century. 

Anyhow, neither the cows in the 
near-by fields nor the visiting lovers 
take the club very seriously. 


The Dublin Hills 


On that subject a friend has heen 
contending with me as to the best 
vantage point in the city, or the 
nearest environs, from which to view 
the Dublin mountain range. He 
has several locations in mind, but 
does not include the end of the Bull 
Wall, which—given, of course, an 
unclouded day—seems to me un- 
surpassable as a look-out towards 
the hills. 

From the Bull I have experienced 
n>) difficulty whatever in identify- 
ing, not only Mount Pelier, but 
most of the other principal hills— 
Slievenabawnogue, Killakee, Cruagh, 
Tibradden, Kilmashogue and the 
Two and Three Rock, with Carri- 
gollogan (or “ Katty Gallagher,” if 
you like), and, distantly, the two 
Sugarloafs, or “Golden Spears,’’ 
standing out to the left. 

Curiously, Howth Head or Ire- 
land’s Eye do not show up to such 
advantage from the Clontarf sea- 
board. The former is best viewed 
from the southern shore, say, from 
Merrion or Williamstown, and the 
latter from Rush, which is also -the 
nearest coastal point—a matter of 
only three miles—to the island.

Latest messages 
indicate that’ the Russian defences 
are holding as firmly as at Izyum 
and Chuguyev. 

A new race for strategical air 
superiority is on, and in it the 
Luftwaffe is pinning most of its 
hopes on the Focke- Wulf 190. The 
model used on the Eastern front has 
four 20mm. guns in the wings and 
two medium machine-guns under the 
side of the fuselage in the nose of 
the plane. A revised model of the 
Ju. 87 dive-bomber has also made. 
its appearance. Soviet- military 
opinions on á bid for Spring air 
gupremacy are cautious. Colonel 
Nikolai Akimor considers that the 
balance of forces is more favourable 
for the Red Air Force than it was a 
year ago.
